In the pharmacy at St. John's hospital 


Is a vial of the diphtheria toxin in readi- 
ness should a bad case of this infection 
come In. 


It may be stated that theseruin has been 


used on a diphtheritic case but it was used 
too late, double pneumonia with a loss of 
tbe entire membrane having set in. 


But what is of mure interest perhaps to 


the city at large, now that people have 
about made up their minds that diphtheria 
serum is successfully used, is the experi- 
ment with toxin, of erysipelas in the treat- 
ment of sarcoma, or cancer. 


This experiment is probably the first of 


the kind in Mew England, at least it is the 
iim in Lowell but several cases of special 
Interest are recorded In the last issue of 
the Medical Record. 
In tbe case at St. 


John's hospital tbe patient has sarcoma of 
the neck and the injection of toxin 13 made 
ou Ihe left side. The method of raising 
erysipelas toxin lias besn as follows: 
The 


erjsipeUs bug (or streptococci) has been 
grown In bouillon for three weeks, then 
filtered through porcelain and preserved 
in thymol. 
With erysipelas is another 


germ, prodlgiotus, and experiments have 
been kept up In order lo determine what 
relation one has to tho other, and how lo 
separate them. 


Tte method In detail in raising culture 


»'ter getting pure erysipelas is as follows: 
bmall flasks containing DO to 100 cubic 
centimeters of ordinary sterilized peplon- 
Ized bouillon are inoculated with strepto- 
cocci of erysipelas and allowed to grow for 
three weeks at a temperature of 30 to 50 
degrees centigrade. Then the bouillon ia 
again Inoculated, this time with toxin of 
prodigiosus and allowed to grow for 12 days. 
Later this bouillon called culture is put into 
sterilized glass stoppered bottles. 
After 


cooling a little thymol is added and the 
toxin is ready for use. 


Cancer Is so terrible a trouble that some 


form of treatment in Inoperable cases will 
be greeted with thanksgiving.

If a boy grows up without dis- 
tinctive moral and religious training, If he 
Is allowed to pick up hia conception of the 
great tenets of morals and religion as best 
he may, if there Is no systematic effort 
made by his parents to Leach him these 
things, how can they expect him to lead a 
religious life? Only God can make a child 
religious but the parents can prepare its 
heart to receive the tratb when it coojes.

Commissioner Eice Oives His Views- 


Smith Silent. 


The Boston Sunday Post has interviewed 


a numb?!1 of prominent citizens Including 
Major Courtney upon 
I he bill introduced 


by lisp. Hayes to give the licouso commis- 
sion control of tlm police. 


Mnyor Courtney said the bill scorned to 


be introduced for the purpose of putting 
tbe police under republican control. 


"There hag been a preat dan! of fault 


found already with the way the oolice havn 
been managed In Lowell under republican 
C'ontrol. 


"The present chief of police, Mr. Davis, 


is a republican. 
In the last two elections. 


and 
especially in the city election, ninny 


councilman and nldermen r u n n i n g on the, 
republican lickttt were known to have 
brought, pre.H.surc to bear on tlie police de- 
partment. 
The 
police have been largely 


dependent on the republican politicians for 
their tenure of olllce, and 
luauy of tht'se 


politicians have been allowed lo openly 
break tlie law in various ways right under 
the eyes of our keen policemen. 


"For 
instance, the 'spc-uk easy* druc 


stores have bpen allowed to run by these 
politicians, and liquor has been sold openly 
without the police prosecutinK this partic- 
ular class of offenders." 


J L Chalifoux thought the liquor laws 


would be more rigidly enforced 
if the li- 


cense commission controlled the police, but 
be would sironcly oppose a commission 
appointed by the slate. 


Nathan D. Pratt believed It wag too 


soon to make such a move. There is no 
special need for a police commission. 


Secretary Smilli of the board of trade is 


opposed to commissions on General prin- 
ciples 
IJe would prefer to have the con- 


trol of tbe police In tbe hands of the mayor 
as one man power is best for executive 
purposes. 


Otis A Merrill favored the change con- 


tcnipliited by the, bill, 
thought it greally 


necJec'and^kncw of (layrant violations of 
the liquor law connived at by the police. 


Fisher II. Pearson la opposed to the 
bill 


because while the present commission is 
all right, it Is quite likoly that a corrupt 
commission may at some time come inio 
office. 
The control of the police would 


then be made an Instrument of venality 
and corruption. 


Cha.rman Klleski of the republican city 


coinru'tter. favors a police commission and 
a commission ou public works as well. 
The laws would be more effectively en- 
forced under a commission than at pres- 
ent. 


A S L'N representative saw License Com- 


missioner Smith in regard lo the bill. Jlr. 
Wraith said that were he not a member of 
the license commission he would readily 
give an opinion of the measure, but beinR 
regarded as an Interested party be pre- 
ferred to saynothinj on the. subject. 


License Commissioner Kice said that in 


justice Lo IMr. Hayes he wished lo state it 
ai his'Delief that political partisanship Is not 
the underlying motive of the bill. 
"I have 


beard him speak of a police commission be- 
fore tbe license commission cair.e into exist- 
ence. 
I have not spoken to Mr. Hayes in 


regard to the present bill and am not suffi- 
ciently acquainted with it to express an 
opinion of its merit or demerit. 
The 


license commission "would like to have 
charge of the seizure officers even for a 
time as an experiment, but they don't want 
control cf the entire department. 
Of 


course if the commission be required to 
nmnat;e the police department the salaries 
of Hie commissioners must necessarily be 
increased, so that it will be an expense to 
ihe cily, whereas the present method costs 
nothing. 
As a member of the 
license 


commission of course I will neither favor 
nor oppose the measure."

senato. In 187(3, juid again the yoar after, 
in the absonco of G-ortscliakolI, he liad 
total direction of foreign affairs of the em- 
pire.

Confltltutlonnl KIe"ts Trodden Underfoot 


Ijy tlie ToolH of Corporations—Tho Prea- 


IclcnC Han Assumed the Powers of a Eu- 
ropean Potentate. 
In his message, transmitted to the gen- 


eral assembly on Jan. 9 Governor Alt- 
geld of Illinois says: 


"During the last two years tho peo- 


ple of this country have repeatedly wit- 
Dossed tho operation of an entirely new 
form of government, which was novel 
befora heard of among men in eithai 
monarchy or republic—that is, govern- 
ment by injunction, whereby a federal 
judge, not content with deciding con- 
troversies brought into his court, nol 
content with exercising the judicial 
functions, proceeds to legislate and then 
to administrate. Ho issues a nkaso 
which ho oalls an injunction forbidding 
whatever he pleases and whnc the law 
doea not forbid, and thus legislates tot 
himself. Ho makes things penal which 
tho law does not make ponal. He de- 
prives men of tho right of trial by jury 
when tho law guarantees this right, and 
ho then enforces this uakse by impris- 
onment, throwing men into prison not 
for violating a law, but for being gnilty 
of contempt of court in disregarding one 
of those injunctions. 
During tho last 


two years somo of these judges actually 
enjoined mcu from quitting the employ- 
ment of a railroad. Theso iujunctious) 
are a great convenience to corporations 
when they cau bo had for the asking by 
o corporation lawyer, and these wero 
tho procoBses of tho court to enforce 
which tho pronident sont tho federal 
ti'ux/ps to Chicago." 


Governor Altgeld dismisses as a stnlo 


pretense tbo contention that the federal 
judges based tho injunctions on the in- 
terstate commoi'co law. This aat he de- 
scribes "as harmless ag a decvd rabbit," 
so far as it regulated or controlled the 
railroads. He declares that the federal 
judges proceeded to hold section after 
section of the law to be unconstitutional 
no far as it affected tho roads. "Then," 
ho continues, "after having thus nulli- 
fied rm act of congress intended for the 
protection of the people, they turned 
around and made of it a club with which 
to break tho backs of the men who toil 
with their bauds—men whom congress 
did not think of legislating against." 


Tho governor also had something to 


say about the control of railroads by tha 
federal courts when receivers have been 
appointed by those courts. 
"Anything 


done to the railroads is treated as a con- 
tempt of court," bo exclaims. 
"If you 


commit an offense against a railroad 
that is in the hands of its owners, you 
will bo prosecuted in tho county whtyro 
tho offense is committed and may bo 
sent to tho penitentiary, but if you tread 
on tho grass or throw a stono at n rail- 
road that has been robbed Ly speculators 
imd then put into the, hands of a receiver 
to freeze out stockholders you will be 
guilty of contempt of some court sitting 
several hundred miles away, and you 
will bo liable to be carried thither, 
there to be tried, not by a jury, but by 
that oourtwhoso awful dignity yon bavo 
offended. It is in connection with these 
bankrupt roads that most of tho outra- 
geous injunctions wero Issued during 
the last two years. " 


Tho question of President Cleveland's 


authority to send! federal troops in tho 
state of Illinois in debated briefly. Gov- 
ernor Altgold declares that Mr. Cleve- 
land's acr.iou was nu entirely now de- 
parture in the history of our govern- 
ment and a violation of the constitution 
as it had boon understood for a century. 


"Tho old doctrine of stato rights is in 


no way involved," declares Governor 
Altgeld. "Nobody for a moment ques- 
tions tho supremacy of the Union, hut 
it does involve tho question whether, in 
connection 
with 
federal supremacy, 


there does not go hand in hand the prin- 
ciple of locnl self government. One is 
just as sacred, just as important, as the 
other. 
Without federal union there 


must follow anarchy, and without local J 
self government there must follow des- 
potism. The great civil war settled 
whether we shall ba destroyed by des- 
potism. If thopresident can athisploas- 
ui'o in the first instance fiend troops into 
any city, town or hamlet in the country 
under pretense of enforcing some law, 
his judgment, which means his pleas- 
ure, being tho solo criterion, then there 
can bo no difference whatever between 
tho powers of the president and thoso of 
Kinperor William or tbe czar of Russia. 
Neither of these potentates evar claimed 
anything moro. " 


Governor Altgeld concludes his mes- 


sage with a statement of his views on 
"Anarchy and tho Preservation of Gov- 
ernment. " He declares that the marked 
feature of tho age is consolidation. The 
trusts, ho says, destroy all competition 
as to the public and as to labor. They 
arbitrarily fix tho prices of goods on tho 
one band and tho rats of wages on tha 
other, and neither the public nor the 
laborer has any remedy. 


"Prompted by the instinct of salt 


preservation, tho laborers of the country 
aro endeavoring to form combinations. 
They see that unless they can meet com- 
bination with combination thoy inusS 
BOOH ba reduced to abject poverty and 
hopeless slavery. 
The federal courts, 


which have always bean tha special 
guardians of corporations and capitalis- 
tic combinations, seem to bo determined 
to crush labor organizations. At pres- 
ent tbe status seems to be this: Combi- 
nations by capital against the public and 
against labor have succeeded, no matter 
by what means, and tho men who ac- 
complished it aru patriots. Combina- 
tion's among laborers for self protection 
havo failed, and the men who advocate 
them are enemies of society." 


If these conditions are to continue, 


Governor Altgeld declares, the fate of 
the American laborer ia sealed. Tha 
process, however, will produce discon- 
tent, disturbances and hatred.

Starvation already confronts many of 


The- mon 
wcro noc well equipped financially when 
they duuldud to slop work, and the bulk 
oC their funds have been used for the 
tmuspurtaLkin of non-union men to tho 
cities from which thoy came to replace tho 
Btrlkcrd. This alone has cost tho strikers 
many thousands of dollars. 


Storekeepers havo been very considerate, 


but now that they see that tho strikers aro 
being replaced by mon from other cities, 
they are loath to givu credit, nnd the wives 
niul uhLLdruu of thuTnon out of work aro 
going hungry. 
Landlords, too, do not 


enter into the merits of cho situation, be- 
tween the strikers and tho companies, and 
promises to pny whon tho strike 15 ended 
do nob cut much figure wltli them. Tho 
demands for food and for rent have crip- 
pled the resources ot tho strikers, and 
many of them aro in sore straits. 


There was a- Httlo wire cutting Saturday 


night In various parts of tho city, but nob 
sufficient to Interfere with tho running of 
card to any extant- Wires on Columbia 
street, through which the croastown cars 
run, woro eut, nnd some of the small bovs 
in the- neighborhood had festooned them 
with strings of tin otins tied together, and 
in one place there were suspended from 
tho wire two dead ettts with their tails 
tied. 


Thomas B. McGuiro, a mombor of the 


general executive board of tlie Knights ot 
Labor, in an interview last night, said Shat 
Master "Workman Connelly will make an 
offer to tho presidents of tho railroads, 
which are affectod by tho strike, to return 
tho men on condition that tho tripper sys- 
tem bo abolished.

They aro badly crippled, for nil the men 
now in their employ would not bo suffi- 
cient to operate tho roads In tho manner 
In which they wero operated before tho 
strike." Connelly also said that it wag 
not> true that tho men in tho power houses 
wore to be called out. 


A mass meeting of the strikers' friends 


nnd sympathizers was held yesterday af- 
ternoon uc tho Athoniaum. The houso 


i waa packed to cho doors. 


Clarence S. Roberts presided, and Henry 


Gcorgo wns the chief speaker. He said 
that if the municipality owned tho rail- 
roads and taxed lund values, the railroads 
would bo free to the people. 


Congressman Jerry Simpson, who also 


spoke, urged tho audience in the fudnre to 
voco the Populist ticket. One of the chief 
planks in tho Populist platform, he uaid, 
was tho ownership of the railroads, tele-

Germany CliilniBll Is a Violation of Treaty 


ObllpallunM ftnd Excludes American Cat- 
tlo and Beet—Republican Senators Re- 


fUKt to Illfflit a Wron£;. 


Ou tlio very day that tlie now tariff 


bill became n low the German omljassa- 
ilor nt Washington addressed a note to 
tho state department protesting agniiist 
tho discriminating duty of oua-teuth of 
a cent a pound ou tioiiuticd sugars. 


Not very long afterward the Gorman 


government prohibited tho importation 
of American livo cattle and fresh beef 
into Germany, nllugiug that some worn 
diseased- 
'1'heru was ench good ground 


for believing that tliis alloyed reason 
was a niero pretext that Secretary Mor- 
ton of tho department of agriculture 
wns inclined to recommend to tlie presi- 
dent the adoption of a retaliatory policy 
under an existing act of congress winch 
gives him the necessary authority. 


Secretary Gresham seems to agree 


with Secretary Murtoii in the opinion 
th:it our cattlo aro not excluded from 
Gf-rnianv on account of disease, buC he 
discovers another reason, which may bo 
nioru than 11 protest, in tho protest of tho 
German embussaclor. In a note address- 
ed to the president on the 12th of Octo- 
ber Mr. Gresham admits the justice of 
the German contention that tho discrim- 
inating duty on German sugar cannot bo 
reconciled with tho most favored nation 
clause "which governs tho economic rela- 
tions of the two countries. Iu fact, ha 
clearly demonstrated that the imposition 
of this duty is iu violation of the treaty 
of Hay 1, 1828. "It is an attempt," ho 
says, "to ofl'sut a domestic favor or en- 
couragement to a certain industry by 
the very means forbidden by the treaty.'' 


Such beiu« the case, we are not in a 


position to object to tho exclusion of 
American cattle and beef or to resort to 
retaliatory measures oveij(if the German 
government doen not seb^'jt to give any 
reason at all for its action. We must put 
ourselves right beforo finding fault with 
others. The state department and the 
president would gladly sot us right, but 
they have no power to do it. 
Tho law 


stands, and rho administration must ex- 
ecute it until it is repealed. 


Congress ought to repeal it at ouca. 


All that is necessary is to repeal the dis- 
criminating duty of one-tenth of a cent. 
Germany protests only against that. The 
4U per cent uniform on sugar of all 
grades and the oue-eightli of a cent dif- 
ferential for tlie protection of the trust 
can stand, for they apply alike to all 
sugars, no matter from what countries 
imported or whether bonutied or not. 
All just ground of complaint can bo re- 
moved easily, and itouglit to be removed 
so that Germany can have, no excuse 
for discriminating against American 
products.

eral assembly on Jan. 0 Governor Alt- 
geld of Illinois says: 


"During the last two years the peo- 


ple of this conntry havo repeatedly wit- 
nessed tho operation of an entirely now 
furm of gOYoruruijijt, which was never 
bctora heard of among mcu in either 
monarchy or republic—that is, gororn- 
niont by injunction, whereby a federal 
judge,-not content with deciding con- 
troversies bronght into his court, not 
content Vvilh exurcisiug the judicial 
functions, proceeds to logislatoand then 
to administrate. Ho issnos a ukaso 
which he calls iin injunction forbidding 
whatever ho ploascs and what tho law 
does not forbid, autl thus legislates foi1 


himself. Hu makes things penal which 
tho law cloua not make psnal. 
He de- 


prives men of tho right of trial by jury 
when tho law guarantees this right, and 
ho thoii enforces this unkso by impris- 
onment, throwing men into prison UOR 
for violating :i liiw, but for being guilty 
of contempt of court in disregarding one 
of tlwms injunctions. 
During tho lasa 


two years eomo of those judges actually 
enjoined mou from quitting tho employ- 
ment of a railroad, These injunction^ 
are n great convenience to corporations 
whon they can bo hsirl for tho asking by 
a corporation lawyer, and these werci 
tho processes of tho court to enforce 
which tho president esnt tho federal 
troops to Chicago. "

prutenso tho contention that tho federal 
judges based tho injunctions on the iu- 
tcrstato commerce) law. This act he de- 
scribes "as harmless ns a dand rabbit, " 
HO far as it regulated or controlled tho 
railroads. 
Ho declares thnt the federal 


judges proceeded to hold section after 
section of the law to be unconstitutional 
so far as it affected tho roads. "Then," 
ho contiuuen, "after having thus nulli- 
fied an act of congress intended for the 
protection of the people, they turned 
around and marloof it a club with which 
to break tho backs of tho men who toil 
with their hands—men whom congress 
did not think of legislating against." 


Tho governor also had something to 


say about the control of railroads by cha 
federal courts when receivers have been 
appointed by those courts. 
"Anything 


dona to therailroads is treated as a con- 
tempt of court, " ho exclaims. "If you 
commit an offonsa against a railroad 
that is in the hands of its owners, you 
will be prosecuted in tho county where 
the oft'euse is committed and may bo 
sent to the penitentiary, but if you trend 
on tho grass or throw a stone at n rail- 
road that has been robbed by speculators 
nnd then put into tho hands of u. receiver: 
to freeze out stockholders you will bo 
guilty of contempt of eorno court sitting 
several hundred miles away, and you 
will ho liable to be carried thither, 
there to bo tried, uot by a jury, but by 
that court whose awful dignity you have 
offended, It is in connection with these 
bankrupt roads that most of theoutr^- 
geons injunctions woro issued during 
the last two years. " 


Tho question of President Cleveland's 


authority to send federal troops in tha 
state of Illinois is debated briefly. Gov- 
ernor Altgold declares that Mr. Cleve- 
land's action was au entirely now de- 
parture in tho history of OUT govern- 
ment aud a violation of the constitution 
as it had boon understood for a oeutnry. 


"Thoold cloctrino of state rights is in 


no wny involved," declares Governor 
Altgeld.

tions tho supremacy of tho Union, but

must follow anarchy, and without local 
self government thero must follow des- 
potism. 
Tho groat civil war settled 


whether wa shall bo destroyed by des- 
potism. If the president can at his pleas- 
ure in tho first instance send troops into 
any city, town or hamlet in the country 
under pretons=o of ynforciug eomo law, 
his judgment, which means his pleas- 
ure, being tho solo criterion, then thero 
can be no difference whatever between 
tha powers o£ the president and those of 
Emperor William or the czar of Russia. 
Neither of theso potentates ever claimed 
anything more. " 


Governor Altgeld concludes his mes- 


sage with a statement of his views on, 
"Anarchy and the Preservation of Gov- 
ernment." He declares that the marked 
feature of the aga is consolidation. Tho 
trusts, he says, destroy all competition 
as to tho public and as to labor. 
They 


arbitrarily fix the prices of goods on the 
one hand and tha rata of -wages on the 
other, and neither the public nor tha 
laborer has any remedy. 


"Prompted by tho instinct of sslf 


preservation, the laborers of the country 
aro cudeavoriug to form combinations. 
They see that unless they can meat com- 
bination with combination they must 
soou be reduced to abject poverty and 
hopeless slavery. The federal courts, 
which have always been the special 
guardians of corporations and capitalis- 
tic combinations, aeom to bo determined 
to crush labor organizations. At pres- 
ent the status seems to be this: Combi- 
nations-by capital against tho public and 
ngaiust labor havo succeeded, no matter 
by what means, and the men who ac- 
complished it are patriots. 
Combina- 


tions among laborers for self protection 
hava failed, and tbe men who advocate 
them aro enemies of society. " 


If these conditions are to continue, 


Governor Altgeld declares, the fate of 
tbe American laborer is sealed. . The 
process, however, will produce discon- 
tent, disturbances and hatred.

The workers have tended their machines 
six hours and aro now at liberty to con- 
gregate in the grounds or parlors, to re- 
pair to the quieter study rooms or to go 
to their own homes. These may be seen 
from the upper windows—picturesque 
cottages nestling in cluster? of verdure 
and ranging along the banks of a wind- 
ing stream for miles away. An elevated 
track threads its way among thecj, and 
swiftly moving cars show how accessi- 
ble they are to the manufactory. In 
either direction, as one gazes from the 
numerous -windows, not one vacant, tm- 
sig-btly, unused plot of ground, uoc ono 
poor, dilapidated, ugly house, net ono 
crowded quarter can be seen. There aro 
ao groups of idlers, hopeless "unem- 
ployed," for somewhere in, field, forest, 
mine, railroad, shop or new factory 
everybody is engaged in performing 
few hours' labor a day, nnd over all the 
beautiful landscapes soft mist of peace- 
ful light rests. 


Perhaps there is another set of work- 


ers ready to tate the places of these now 
scattering over the house and grounds. 
If more-work ia necessary, others do it, 
for six nours' labor obtains all tbo com- 
forts and enjoyments of life. 
Working 


people may now rejoice in the possession 
of faculties — before they were but 
sources of hopeless longings—for they 
laur b* cultivated.

A Washington expert has been mak-

1S90 than in 1SSO and still less as com- 
pared with 1850. In 1850 the share ol 
labor was 5t) and of capital 47 per cent. 
In 1SSO labor got 48 and capital 5.2, and 
in 18!)0 labor only received 43, while 
capital took the other 57 per cent. 
"In 


other words, tho laborer is now getting 
but four-fifths as much as formerly, 
while tho capitalist 
is getting sii- 


fifths."

ConntitDtJonal Rights Trodden Underfoot] 


by tho ToolH of Corporations—The Pres- 
ident Hue Aanumod the Powers of a Eu- 
ropean I'otcDtute. 


In his message transmitted to the gen- 


eral assembly ou Jan. 9 Governor Alt- 
geld of Illinois Bays: 


"During the last two years the peo- 


ple of this country have repeatedly -wit- 
nessed tho operation of an entirely new 
form of government, which was novel 
before heard of among men in eithei 
monarchy or republic—that is, govern- 
ment by injunction, whereby a federal 
judge, not content with deciding con- 
troversies brought into hia court, nol 
content with exorcising the Judicial 
functions, proceeds to legislate and then 
to administrate. Ho issues a ukaso 
which he calls an injunction forbidding 
whatever ho pleases and what the la^v 
does not forbid, and thus legislates for 
himself. He makes things penal which 
tho law does not make penal. 
He de- 


prives men of tho right of trial by jury 
when tho law guarantees this right, and 
he then enforces this uaksa by impris- 
onment, throwing men into prison not 
for violating n law, butfor being guilty 
of contempt of court in disregarding one 
of these injunctions. 
During the InsS 


two years some of these judges actually 
onjoiued men from quitting the employ- 
ment of n railroad. These injunctions 
are a great convenience to corporations 
when they can bo had for the asking by 
a corporation lawyer, nnd these wero 
the processes of tho court to euforca 
which tho president sent the federal 
troops to Chicago. " 


Governor Altgeld dismisses as a stale 


pretense tho contention that the federal 
judges based tho injunctions on tha in- 
terstate commerce law. This act he de- 
scribes "as harmless as a dead rabbit," 
so far as it regulated or controlled the 
railroads. Ho declares that the federal 
judges proceeded to hold section after 
section of tho law to be unconstitutional 
BO far as it affected tho roads. "Then," 
ho continues, "after having thus nulli- 
fied an act of congress intended for tho 
protection of the people, they turned 
around and mado of it a club with which 
to break tho backs of tho men who toil 
with their hands—men whom congress 
did not think of legislating against" 


Tlio governor also had something td 


say about the control of railroads by tha 
federal courts when receivers have baen 
appointed by those courts. 
"Anything 


done to the railroads is treated as a con- 
tempt of court," ho exclaims. 
"If yon 


commit an offense against a railroad 
that is in tho hands of its owners, you 
will bo prosecuted in the county where 
the offense is committed and mi<y bo 
sent to tbo penitentiary, but if you tread 
on tho grass or throw a stone ut a rail- 
road that has been robbed by speculators 
and then pnt into the hands of_a receiver 
to freoza out stockholders you will be 
guilty of contempt of sotno court sitting 
several hundred miles away, and you 
will be liable to be carried thither, 
there to bo tried, not by a jury, but by 
that court whose awful dignity you havo 
offended. It is in connection with thesa 
bankrupt roads that most of the outra- 
geous injunctions were issued during 
the Inst two years. " 


The question of President Cleveland's 


authority to send federal troops in tha 
state of Illinois is debated briefly. Gov- 
ernor Altgold declares that Mr. Cleve- 
land's aotion was an entirely new de- 
parture in the history of our govern- 
ment and o violation of the constitution 
as it had been understood for a century. 


"Tho old doctrine of state rights is in 


no way involved," declares Governor 
Altgeld. 
"Nobody for a moment ques- 


tions the supremacy of the Union, buD 
it does involve tho question whether, in 
connection 
with 
federal supremacy, 


there does not go hand in hand the prin- 
ciple of local self government. 
One is 


just as aacred, just as important, as tho 
other. 
Without federal union there 


must follow anarchy, and without local 
self government thero must follow des- 
potism. The great civil war settled 
whether wo shall be destroyed by des- 
potism. If the president can at his pleas- 
ure in tho first instance send troops into 
any city, town or hamlet in tho country 
nuder pretense of enforcing some Inw, 
his judgment, %vhich means his pleas- 
tiro, being the sole criterion, then there 
can bo no difference whatever between 
tho powers of tho president and those of 
Emperor William or the czar of Russia. 
Neither of those potentates ever claimed 
anything more. " 


Governor Altgeld concludes his mes- 


sage with a statement Of his views on 
"Anarchy and the Preservation of Gov- 
ernment." He declares that tha marked 
feature of the age is consolidation. Tho 
trusts, he says, destroy all competition 
as to tho public and as to labor. 
They 


arbitrarily Us; the prices of goods on the 
one hand and the rate of wages on tho 
other, and neither the public nor the 
laborer has any remedy. 


"Prompted by tho instinct of self 


preservation, the laborers of the country 
are endeavoring to form combinations. 
They see that unless they can meet com- 
bination with combination they niust 
soon be reduced to abject poverty and 
hopeless slavery. Tha federal courts, 
which havo always been the special 
guardians of corporations and capitalis- 
tic combinations, seem to be determined 
to crush labor organizations. At pres- 
unt the status seems to be this: Combi- 
nations by capital against tbo public and 
against labor have succeeded, no matter 
by what means, and the men who ac- 
complished it are patriots. 
Combina- 


tions among laborers for self protection 
have failed, and the men who advocate 
them are enemies of society. " 


If these conditions are to continue, 


Governor Altgeld declares, the fate of 
the American laborer is sealed. The 
process, however, will produce discon- 
tent, disturbances and hatred.

In 1S50 he WBR senb to Constantinople as 


first secretary of embassy. Subsequently, 
he served the czar in Raumanla, Egypt, 
Wallachla and Moldavia, prior to his ap- 
pointment In 1808 as ambassador extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary at 
Teharan. 


In 1869 he wna made Russian minister 


to Berne, lator to Scookholm, and in De- 
comber, 1875, was appointed adjunct to tho 
minister of foreign affaire and director of 
the Asiatic department, with a seat in tha 
senate. In 1876, and again the year after, 
in the absence of Gortschakofl, he had 
total direction of foreign nUnlrs of the em- 
pire, Since 18S3 he hus been ab the hoad 
of the foreign department. 


M. de Giera was one of tho most accom- 


plished diplomats of his time, concealing 
a magnificent knowledge of statecraft be- 
neath an. habitual manner of taciturnity.
